REPORT OF THE BOARD OF SELECTMEN FOR 1949 


Your selectmen feel that the work accomplished during the year 1949 
has been of great benefit to the town of Putney. To be sure a few items 
were left on the unfinished list, but an honest effort was made to com- 
plete as many projects as possible, those of the most importance given 
first consideration. 


As had been expected, the past year has seen a division made jn the 
property on Putney Mountain formerly owned by the Misses Andrew 
and Mrs. Rogers. This division was made on the recommendation of the 
commission as appointed and the consent of the court. By and large it 
is accepted as of great value to the town due to the fact that by careful 
cutting the town has been able to realize approximately 30,000 feet of 
timber from the lot. This timber was suitably milled for use as railings, 
_ bridge plank and the building of a proposed garage to house our equip- 
ment. The cutting and milling of the timber, for the time being, was 
an expense to the town, but in the final analysis will constitute a very 
substantial saving to the tax payers of Putney. 


During the past year some very necessary improvements were made 
on our roads, For instance, the road from the brick school house to the 
Darrow upper orchard was widened, proper drainage installed and sur- 
faced with a heavy layer of gravel. The East Putney road north of the 
Reuben Blood property was widened and at one point, ledge was re- 
moved, thereby eliminating at least one more dangerous curve. The East 
Putney Falls road was also improved by a heavy coating of gravel, a 
distance of approximately one and one half miles from route five. Re. 
surfacing money was spent on the State aid road from the Henry 
Phelps place north to the Putney, Westminster line. In fact your board 
has made every attempt to distribute the road fund as equally as pos- 
sible on all the town roads. 


This past year the heavy International truck was completely over- 
hauled which put it in first class condition once more. The latter com- 
bined with the purchase of a one and one half ton Chevrolet truck, 
badly needed by the town for years, has made it possible to eliminate 
the need for hiring private trucks for town work. The lighter truck 
has been a further asset by releasing the heavier machine for the more 
rugged work expected of it. 


Badly needed repairs have been made to many of our bridges during 
the past year, and the cost has been exceedingly high, as is shown under 
the heading of bridges. For example, this last fall, cement piers were 
built and the arch bridge assembled, thereby removing almost entirely - 
the hazardous curve on the so-called Hickory Ridge road. A great many 
culvert tubings were installed at numerous points and your board feels 
that the drainage system has been considerably improved by so doing. 


During the past few years the town has purchased several pieces of 
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essential equipment, which have not only been very useful for town 
improvements but have also shown a reduction in cost over hired equip- 
ment. By the same token it is reflected as a saving to the taxpayers. Your 
board at this time recommends that the town purchase a one third yard 
shovel that may be attached to the presently town owned tractor. By the 
acquisition of such shovel we feel that many hours can be saved by 
drawing gravel from local pits, that are now spent in long trips to out 
of town points. 


We feel that in Mr. Paul Carr the town of Putney has a very able and 
competent road commissioner, and indeed fortunate in having a man 
of his caliber to direct our road work for us. With the proper and 
modern equipment, we feel that he could do a much more efficient job. 


It is indeed most pleasing to your board to be able to announce that 
a reduction of eleven cents can be made in the tax rate for the coming 
year. Five cents of this is due to the bonds that have been paid off. 
By paying a definite sum at a definite time has proven to be a worth- 
while investment. Much credit must be extended to Mr. Philip Chase, 
who was a member of the board in 1948 and instrumental in floating 
the bond issue. 


In closing the Selectmen wish it known that they have enjoyed the 
privilege to serve you, the tax payers of Putney. Our meetings are held 
the third Tuesday of each month. You are invited to attend and voice 
your requests or opinions if in the interest of and for the town and its 
taxpayers. Your board earnestly solicits the continued cooperation of 
the towns people in any matters of public interest.

YOUR PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Putney is one of the 88 Vermont towns provided with public health 
nursing service by the State Department of Health. 


Putney appropriated $255. toward the cost of maintaining this service. 
Of total funds appropriated for Health Department public health nurs- 
ing service, local towns contribute 20%, the State of Vermont 41%, 
Federal grants-in aid 39%. 

The public health nursing service has as its primary purpose the pro- 
motion and maintenance of health and the prevention of illness in the 
community. All the local organizations and many individuals contributed 
to a drive carried on by the Health Council and the Parent-Teacher 
Association to raise money for corrective work and the purchase of 
vitamin capsules for school children. This project and the excellent hot 
lunch program which the P.-T.A. carries on have done much to improve 


the health of local children. 


The following statistical report shows the services which I gave your 
town as your public health nurse during the period December 1, 1948 
through November 30, 1949.

53 visits to homes of school children to follow up health recommenda- 
tions of examining physician. 
Decayed teeth and infected tonsils were the outstanding defects. 


132 hearing tests were given by means of the puretone audiometer. 
2 children needed further hearing tests. 


10 children received examination at the diagnostic hearing clinics 
sponsored by the department of education. Where necessary parents 
received a report of the ear specialist’s recommendations. 


8 of these showed satisfactory hearing when tested this fall. 
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132 vision tests were done 
4 needed further examination by an occulist. 
Prevention of Communicable Disease: 
62 children of all ages were given toxoid against diphtheria and/or 
tetanus. 
70 children of all ages were vaccinated against smallpox. 


Corrective Work: 
Follow-up of the medical recommendations and health inspections 
reveals 4 children had eye trouble corrected; 12 children had tonsils 
and adenoids removed and 39 children received some dental care.

To meet the greatly increased demand for children’s books, a fund- 
raising Book Fair, arranged by Mrs. Warren Leonard, was held at the 
Community Center in November. The participation by various or- 
ganized groups in Putney contributed greatly to the success of this ven- 
ture, and it is to be hoped that something of the sort may be done each 
year for the benefit of the library. 

The library was open to the public 102 afternoons, and 50 evenings 
during the year.

VERMONT DEPARTMENT OF SOCIAL WELFARE 


MONTPELIER, VERMONT 


In accordance with established custom, we are presenting a summary 
of State assistance payments during 1949 to individuals applying from 
Putney. 


These payments are financed entirely from State and Federal sources 
except Aid to Dependent Children in which the town or city participates 
to the extent of 12'%4 percent and committed children for whom the 
municipality reimburses the State for one-half the cost. The cost of all 
programs reflects to a large degree the economic consequences of the 
devaluation of the American Dollar in terms of purchasing power and 
its effect on savings and investments. 


Approximately 80 percent of all welfare and assistance in Vermont 
is now paid by the State. Vermont has proportionately fewer individuals 
receiving aid and smaller average payments than the National average. 
Over 95 cents out of each public assistance dollar is paid to recipients 
and less than 5 cents is used for administration. No other State has a 
better record.

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COOPERATIVE BLISTER RUST CONTROL REPORT 
PUTNEY, VERMONT 
1949 


At the Annual Town Meeting March Ist, 1949 the voters of the town 
of Putney approved the appropriation of $200.00 of town money to be 
expended in cooperation with State and Federal funds for the control of 
white pine blister rust in the town of Putney. 


The work of actually eradicating currant and gooseberry bushes 
started April 29th. The work was completed July 19th. A crew of six 
men was employed in doing the work. The areas eradicated were selected 
by the district leader with the approval of the town selectmen. The areas 
eradicated are located in the East Putney and north western sections of 
the town. 


Blister rust was found infecting and killing white pines throughout 
the areas eradicated. However, the work accomplished this year will 
establish control to such an extent that if this control is maintained no 
further damage should take place. 


The statistical summary below shows in brief the accomplishments 
and cost of the control work during 1949. In addition to the State and 
Federal expenditures shown in the summary, the State and Federal 
Governments furnished transportation, equipment and materials for the 
crew and supervision for the control work.

With the control work done this year no further eradication work is 
contemplated for a number of years. At this time I wish to thank the 
people and town officials who have cooperated so splendidly in our 
blister rust control program.

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SCHOOL DIRECTOR’S REPORT 


During the past year the directors met regularly on the first Wednes- 
day evening of each month and also held special meetings including two 
in connection with the school survey, one with the teachers to plan for 
repairs and needed equipment, and one with the selectmen to consider 
school tax rate. The Biddles again opened their home for a well attended 
discussion meeting sponsored by the Putney Daughters. Upon request of 
the Daughters the school directors adopted the plan of having alternate 
monthly board meetings open to anyone interested in the welfare of our 
schools. The next open session will be Wednesday evening, April 5, 
8:00 p.m., at Central School. We are grateful to the PTA and Putney 
Daughters for their cooperation. 


We attended the annual meeting of the Windham South District in 
Vernon, a forum meeting on School Problems at Westminster West 
PTA, and several of our Putney PTA’s unusually fine speaker-and- 
discussion programs. One of us attended a conference on rural develop- 
ment at Chester, at which the new State Commissioner of Education, 
John Holden, was the speaker and discussion leader, and two of us at- 
tended the recent meeting of the Regional Schoo! Directors’ Association 
at Springheld, Vermont. 


The teaching staff and janitorship remain the same as last year. Be- 
ginning last September George Mortimer has driven the West Hill 
Washburn bus in place of Corning Rawle. 


The four large classrooms and much of the basement were cleaned 
and attractively painted during the summer by local workmen, some of 
the work being contributed by voluntary help. A drinking fountain was 
installed on the second floor. Eighteen new movable desks and a large 
steel filing case were added to the equipment and a modern duplicating 
machine has just been bought for use of the teachers for preparing 
lesson material. 


Much of our business and discussion has centered on the cooperative 
school survey. A brief summary of the findings so far is included in the 
report of Superintendent Ethel Eddy. The survey is not yet finished due 
to events over which we have no control. 


An independent study of teachers’ salaries has been made by the teach- 
ers in the towns comprising the Windham South District and a salary 
schedule has been submitted to the school board. The proposed salaries 
average about $200 more per teacher than Putney now pays but are equal 
to those paid by other Vermont towns of similar size and financial 
standing. In our budget we have allowed for an increase of $150 for each 
of our five teachers, in place of the usual $100 increase, effective next 
September 1, in order to get the salaries more nearly in line with the 
schedule. 


We have listed below the expenditures from July 1, 1949 through De- 
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cember 31, 1949 with the estimated expenses for the balance of the 
present year, and the proposed budget for 1950-1951. 


We would recommend $2.25 on the grand list for school expenses for 
the coming year. 


At the present time there seems to be wide-spread confusion about 
school tax funds voted at the annual March meeting being used for ex- 
penses incurred before the start of the next school fiscal year on the 
following July Ist. No such restriction has been followed here in the 
past, and should it be insisted upon by legislative or judicial interpreta- 
tion it would result in a deficit of about $8,000. on the books of the 
school for one year.

PUTNEY SUPERINTENDENT'S REPORT 


Co-operative Survey 


Since there is much interest in the cooperative survey of Putney’s 
school system, your superintendent has endeavored to pick out a few 
of the salient points from the two preliminary reports received from Dr. 
Gambrill, Consultant in Elementary Education, and from Dr. Brownell, 
School Building Consultant, both in the Department of Education of 
Yale University. When the final report is received a summary will be 
made available for anyone interested and a few of the complete reports 
placed in the library. 

Both Dr. Gambrill and Dr. Brownell agree that the Central School 
building is inadequate. Dr. Gambrill referring to the present building 
states: 

“Space is inadequate for a modern school program, both in terms of 
individual classrooms and for the expansion of a program needed to of- 
fer opportunity for assembly programs, for recreational activities and for 
a modern homemaking program and shop activities needed by all the 
upper grade children and critically important for the appreciable num- 
ber of 7th and 8th grade children who will not go on to high school.” 


Dr. Brownell points out in his report that “determining what school 
building facilities a community needs for schooling depends upon a num- 


ber of things: 
a. The number of pupils for whom the schooling is to be provided. 
_ b. The kind of a school program that is to be offered. 


c. The extent to which existing buildings facilities will make it possi- 
ble to provide the kind of a school program for the number of pupils.” 


Dr. Brownell goes on to say that on the basis of the children now liv- 
ing in Putney it appears reasonable to assume that within two or three 
years the number of children in each grade in Putney will approximate 
25 or more. This would mean an enrollment of 200 pupils or over if a 
kindergarten were not included. There is a growing desire on the part 
of parents for a kindergarten, and one should be added as soon as there 
is room for it. Quoting again from the report “Kindergartens have long 
since been accepted as essential portions of an elementary school. They 
are on longer considered as school luxuries or as experiments.” 


Dr. Brownell further points out that the modern school program is 
functional in nature, that a wide variety of experiences is needed in order 
to “achieve the comprehensive task of physical, intellectual, cultural, emo- 
tional and social development of children growing up in our American 
democratic society” Dr. Brownell emphatically says that the present 
building is not adequate for this type of a program and he unequivocally 
says that it would be unwise to remodel it, because: 
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“1. The present building is not large enough for the existing number 
of pupils. 

2. The site on which.it is located is entirely too small and is located 
right on the highway, and the site cannot be expanded economically. 


3. The construction of the present building is such that it would not 
be economical to remodel so as to make it safe and desireable as a part 
of the permanent school plant for Putney.” 


Dr. Brownell further suggested that because of the differentiated pro- 
gram needed for the 7th and 8th grades, Putney may want to explore 
the possibility of sending these grades to Brattleboro, if after the com- 
pletion of the new high school building there, Brattleboro has the fa- 
cilities and would be willing to accept them. 


He lists the minimum facilities that it would be wise to provide in a 
building to house a kindergarten and grades one to six as follows: 


1 Kindergarten 
6 Classrooms 
1 Combination office and health unit toilet facilities for boys and girls 


1 “Multi-purpose” room, approximately 40’ x 40’, with stage, with 
adjacent kitchen, and with storage for seats and other equipment. This 
room should be so designed and equipped that it will serve as room for 
all school assembly programs, indoor recreation space, lunch room, and 
community meeting and recreation room. 


1 Teachers’ room with adjacent toilet facilities 


1 Custodian work room and storage space for supplies and tools. 
Furnace and boiler room 


One of the classrooms could be designed and equipped to serve as a 
school library. 


If grades 7 and 8 were added to the school, there would need to be 
8 rather that 6 classrooms. A craft shop and a home making unit would 
also be needed. 


High School Tuition 


Voters will be asked to vote the increase in high school tuition. Since 
the average per pupil cost in Vermont high schools with an enrollment 
of over 500 in 1948-1949 was $236.37 it would seem that the increase 
asked by Brattleboro and other high schools is justified. The 1949 legis- 
lature fixed the tuition that a town could pay, unless authorized by a 
vote of the town school district to pay more, as $150.00. Brattleboro High 
School tuition is to be increased from $150. to $200. beginning in Septem- 
ber. Unless the town votes to pay the full $200. the probability is that 
many Putney boys and girls will be unable to attend high school as 
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their parents could not afford to pay the $50. increase and at the same 
time pay their transportation.

We submit the following comments with respect to the foregoing 
statements. 


Statement of Cash Receipts and Disbursements, Town Treasurer’s Ac- 
count—Exhibit A and Schedule A-1 to A-13, inclusive. 


We examined the Town’s Grand List for all real estate, personal 
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property, and poll taxes assessed as at April 1, 1949, as well as the records 
pertaining to taxes delinquent as at January 1, 1949, and traced all 
recorded receipts for taxes to deposits in the Town Treasurer’s Account. 


The resulting recorded uncollected balances are in process of verification 
by direct correspondence with the individual taxpayers to the extent we 
deemed appropriate in the circumstances. 


All abatement of taxes made during the year were duly authorized. 


We made a test check of the accuracy of other receipts with pertinent 
records. 


Duly authorized orders and/or vouchers were examined by us in 
support of all disbursements by the Town Treasurer. 


Comparative Balance Sheets—Exhibit B 


The Town’s primary accounting records consist of cash receipts and 
cash disbursements. Due to the fact that no general ledger is maintained, 
balance sheets showing assets and liabilities must be prepared from data 
obtained from various sources. A comparison of the balance sheets of 
the Town (exclusive of the Town School District) so perpared at the 
close of business December 31, 1949 and December 31, 1948 is shown in 


Exhibit B appended. 
We verified the balances of cash in bank at December 31, 1949 by 


reconciliation of the amounts shown by the books with amounts shown 
by a certificate received directly by us from the depositary. 


The real estate is shown at appraised value as reflected in last year’s 
town report, while the equipment is shown at estimated value as deter- 
mined by the Selectmen. 


The liabilities at December 31, 1949 for bonds outstanding and in- 
terest accrued thereon were verified from the records and we examined 
the bonds and interest coupons which were paid during the year. 


Sinking Fund Account, Cemetery, Poor and Library Funds— 


Exhibit F and G 


We verified the balance of cash in bank in the Sinking Fund Account 
at December 31, 1949 by a certificate received directly by us from the 
depositary. The cash in savings accounts at December 31, 1949 represent- 
ing investments of the Cemetery, Poor and Library Funds were verified 
by us, and the securities in the various funds were produced for our 
inspection. The details of these investments are shown in Exhibit G, 
appended. You will note from an examination of Exhibit G, that only 
the interest earned on the investment in United States Savings Bonds 
has been received by the Town, whereas the interest earnd on the savings 
deposits has been allowed to accumulate on deposit in the various funds. 


Surety Bonds 
Security Bonds covering the Town Treasurer, the Town Clerk, the 
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Tax Collector, the Road Commissioner and the Overseer of the Poor 
were produced for our inspection. 


Statement of Cash Receipts and Disbursements, Treasurer of School 
District Account—Exhibit H and Schedule C-] 


We ascertained that the receipts shown for taxes received were in 
accordance with the amount receivable in respect of the rate levied on 
the Town’s Grand List, and that the receipts from the State of Vermont 
for State Aid were in accordance with data received from the State 
Auditor. 

We traced all recorded receipts into the depositary and examined 
authorized orders and/or vouchers for all disbursements. 


Comparative Balance Sheets—School District—Exhibit I 


The accounts of the Town School District are kept on the basis of 
cash receipts and disbursements and consequently do not reflect amounts 
that may be due the Town School District on account of tuitions, nor 


unpaid bills for services or supplies. 

We comment on the assets and liabilities of the Putney School District 
as shown on the Balance Sheet as at December 31, 1949, Exhibit I, 
appended, as follows: 


School. Property, Appraised Value $11,500.00 

The values assigned to the school properties, as shown in detail on 
Exhibit I, appended, are the values as reflected in last year’s town re- 
port. During the year under review, the treasurer disbursed $1,354.59 
for new desks, heaters, etc., as shown in detail on Schedule C-1, ap- 


pended. 


Cash in Bank $10,853.69 

The balance of cash in bank at December 31, 1949 was verified by 
reconciliation of the amount shown by the books with the amount shown 
by a certificate obtained directly from the depositary. 


Note Payable $2,000.00 


The note payable outstanding at December 31, 1949 amounting to 
$2,000.00 was independently confirmed by a certificate reecived directly 
from the lender, namely: the Vermont-Peoples National Bank. This 
note was paid on January 3, 1950.

To see if the Town will vote the sum of $255.00 towards 
the support of the Public Health Nursing Service from July 1, 1950 to 
June 30, 1951, in order that the service already established may be con- 
tinued, and in such manner as to take full advantage of Federal Aid. 
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Article 18. To see if the Town will appropriate a sum of monéy not 
exceeding $500.00 for fuel for the Community Center for the Winter 
of 1950-51. 


Article 19. To see if the Town will vote to be on daylight saving 
time as in previous years. 


Article 20. To see if the Town will elect a delinquent tax collector. 


Article 21. To see if the Town will authorize the listers to employ ex- 
pert outside assistance in making the quadrennial appraisal. (A) We 


Article 22. To see what action the Town will take in regard to the 
disposition to be made of the property acquired by the Town at the tax 
sale on December 29th, 1949. 


Article 23. To see if the Town will exempt the Henry Frost farm 
from 1950 and 1951 taxes poate: of the Tecent heavy loss by fire to build- 
ings and cattle. (By ballot.) th. (ad 


Article 24. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to convey 
to the trustees of the Putney Public Library the premises originally of 
School District No. 10 located at the intersection of the west side of the 
Depot Road and the east side of U. S. Route 5 and to elect an agent to 


make such conveyance. 


Article 25. To determine what sum the Town will vote to raise by: 


a tax on the grand list of 1950 to pay all demands against and all ex- 
penses of the Town for the ensuing year. 


Article 26. To see if the Town and Town School District will vote 
to collect taxes on real and personal property in installments, with dis- 
counts as follows: 4% if paid on or before July 10th, 3% if paid on or 
before September 10th, 2% if paid on or before November 10th, and 1% 
if paid on or before December 31st, and to determine by whom these 
taxes are to be collected. 


Article 27. To see if the Town and Town School District will vote to 
allow a discount of 4% on poll taxes paid on or before June Ist. 


Article 28. To see if the Town and Town School District will vote 
to collect interest on delinquent taxes at the rate of one-half of one per 
cent per month or fraction thereof from the due date of such tax. 


Article 29. To see if the Town will authorize the selectmen to borrow 
money in anticipation of taxes to pay current expenses of the Town. 


Article 30. To transact any other business that may legally come ibe: 
fore said meeting.
